Canadian Automotive 
Exports Off in First Halt ne ict tsi nar ot 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Exports of 
Canadian automotive products suf- 
fered a sharp decline during the 
first half of this year as com- 
pared with the corresponding 
months of 1929, it was disclosed to- 
day by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Although but $2,503,712, or 18 per 
cent. lower than the total for 
January-June period of 1928, the 
total value of shipments in the 
first half of this year was $10,865,- 
474, a decrease of $15,862,310, or 59 
per cent. from first six months of 
last year. 

Passenger cars and trucks were 60 
per cent, and 62 per cent., respec- 
tively, under the valuation for the 
January-June period of last year, 
and parts 13 per cent.

Ten of the first twenty states 
to report July retail car sales showed 
increases over the preceding month, 
while the District of Columbia's July 
total was only one unit short of 
the preceding month. The ten 
states showing gains were Arkansas, 
Minnesota, Montana, Rhode Island, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, West Virginia, 
South Dakota, South Carolina and 
North Carolina. 

Registrations of new cars in June 
the returns 


were 260,942 and, on 
thus far received, this number was 
approximated in July. On that 


basis, it is believed that registrations 
of new cars in this country in July 
exceeded the production of cars by 
30,000 to 35,000. 

While the official production fig- 
ures are not yet out, it is estimated 
that the output of both cars and 
trucks in the United States and 
Canada in July was 275,000. Of 
this number, it is probable that 
225,000 were new cars built in the 
United States. If these totals are 
borne out by the final figures, the 
sales will have exceeded the produc- 
tion by 35,000, thus affecting a 
healthy reduction in factory and 
dealer stocks.

“From a rather wide use of serv- 
ice stations throughout the United 
Mr. Vane says, “and from 
observations in others where I was 
merely seeking information, it has 
seemed to me that automobile dealer 
service work is: 

“1. Much better done than any one 
credits. 

“2. And that this not high opinion | 
is due to faulty methods of delivery 
of the car to the customers after 
the mechanical job has been done, | 
excellently done. 

“Trying to find the reasons for 
this I have been able to think of no 
explanation except that for many 
years automobile service mainly was 
a non-profit operation, and that in 
selling a new car such rash repre- 
sentations were made as to the car’s 
performance and sturdiness that the 
dealer was compelled almost to com- 
pletely rebuild a vehicle at a cus- 
tomer’s command in order to justify 
the promises made at the time of 
the sale. 

“A good deal of this kind of com- 
petition has vanished, though there 
still are dealers who promise the 
moon to the new car delivery, but 
as a policy there is no reason for it 
and few buyers of a new car any 
more expect it. People own so many 
machines these days that they un- 
derstand that any machine under 
usuage wears Out and must be re- 
paired, and that repair is part of | 
the owner's burden.

Another development in the field 
of superchargers is discussed by our 
British contemporary, The Motor. 

Aside from its use in aircraft en- 
gines, forced induction has scored 
its. chief successes in the field of 
racing cars. It ;has also been em- 
ployed to some extent abroad on 
sports models, but the application 
of supercharging otherwise has not 
been practiced. 

The supercharger illustrated has 
recently been patented by H. R. Ri- 
cardo, F. R. S., who is well-known 
to American engineers for his re- 
search work on internal combustion 
engines. 

Mr. Ricardo states that his aim 
has been to evolve a method of con- 
structing the vane type of blower 
so that leakage will be reduced and 
the general operation of the appa- 
ratus improved. As will be seen 
from the drawing reproduced, the 
parts are inclosed by a casing with- 
in which there is a ribbed drum 
freely mounted, So that it can spin. 
In an eccentric location with re- 
spect to this drum there is a shaft 
(driven from the engine in any con- 
venient way) which carries a rotor 
to which are hinged a series of 
curved vanes. The dimensions and 
shape of these vanes are such that 
they overlap one another at the 
point where the rotor is nearest to

the drum, but do not actually foul 
each other. 

Each vane is made of sheet metal 
and is pivoted to the rotor along 
one edge; the opposite edge is 
turned back and bears against the 
drum, Along each of the other 
edges the vane comes against end 
plates, one of which rotates with 
the drum, while the other is fixed 
and contains inlet and outlet ports 
for the mixture. 

It will readily be seen that, as the 
rotor revolves, the spaces between 
the vanes will increase in volume 
during the first portion of a revolu- 
tion and are then in communication 
with the inlet port, through which 
air, or a mixture of petrol and air, 
is drawn in. During the succeeding 
half revolution the volume dimin- 
ishes and consequently the gas is 
expelled under pressure. 

Oil is supplied through the center 
of the hollow driving shaft and on- 
wards through passages leading out- 
wards to the vanes. A special ar- 
rangement is provided to trap sur- 
plus oil, which is flung into the 
periphery of the drum by centrifugal 
force and then escapes past the 
packing placed between the drum | 
and a projecting part of the casing.

Airplane wing landing lights 
which, it is claimed, increase safety 
for night flying and reduce re- 
sistance to the smooth flow of air 
over the wing surface, have been 
developed by the General Electric 
Company. 

Two of the new lights, one placed 
in the leading edge of the port 
wing and the other, in the leading 
edge of the starboard wing com- 
plete the installation. Each unit is 
designed to conform to the exact 
shape of the wings, thus offering no 
parasitic resistance to the air flow, 
regardless of the direction of the 
searchlight beam. The lights are so 
placed that there is no reflection 
from the propellers, and they are 
completely housed in a dust-tight, 
weather-proof compartment.
